Big defense bill 
okayed by House 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


House has approved the biggest 
defense-spending 
bill 
since 


World War H and refused, after 
10 minutes' debate, to cut off 
funds for the Vietnam war. 


A two-hour squabble was cli- 


maxed by a vote to phase out 
KP duty from the military. 


The $74.6-billion defense bill 


was passed 322 to 40 Thursday 
night and sent to the Senate. 


The war-money cutoff, the 


same as one being pressed by 
Sen. Edward W. Brooke, R- 
Mass., in the Senate, was re- 
jected 208 to 160. 


"We have stayed too long and 


paid too great a price," said 
Rep. Joseph P. Addabbo, D- 
N.Y., 
author of the House' 


amendment. "It is time to 
come home and heal our own 


There were shouts of "Vote! 


Vote!" and the House rejected 
Addabbo's amendment after 
ten minutes of debate. 


It would have cut off money 


for all U.S. operations in In- 
dochina, except for withdrawal, 
in four months providing Hanoi 
had released American prison- 
ers by then and given an ac- 
counting of missing GIs. 


The major House debate was 


over military programs to 
phase out KP, derided as mak- 
ing life too soft for GIs and de- 
fended as a major incentive for 
attracting an all-volunteer mili- 


tary by next June130. 


Overriding an Appropriations 


Committee recommendation to 
terminate programs aimed at 
turning KP over to civilian 
workers, the House voted 265 to 
117 to authorize continuation of 
the programs.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


Senate probe has been told that 
someone in the 7th Air Force 
filed dual reports—one true, 
one false—about pre-planned 
air strikes against North Viet- 
nam. 


Sgt. Lonnie Franks told the 


Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee Thursday that the false 
reports were widely circulated, 
but that, as nearly as he could 
determine, the true account 
went only to "individuals" at 
7th Air Force headquarters. 


Franks, whose letter to a sen- 


ator prompted the committee's 
closed-door inquiry, was as- 
signed at the time to an in- 
telligence job with the 342nd 
Reconnaissance Wing at Udorn, 
Thailand. 


Franks told newsmen he 


didn't know whether the reports 
reached any officers ranking 
higher than Gen. John D. La- 
velle, the 7th Air Force com- 
mander relieved of duties after 
disclosure of the strikes. 


In order for the raids to be 


excused as "protective-reac- 


tion" strikes under the air-war 
rules, reports had to show that 
the pilots had been fired upon 
or locked in on by enemy mis- 
sile radar. 


In the reports he was told by 


superiors to falsify beginning 
last Jan. 25, Franks said, he 
wrote of ground fire when there 
had been none.

Additional hearings 
on prison changes 
ordered by Henley 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Addi- 


tional hearings will be held to 
determine whether changes he 
ordered in the state prison sys- 
tem are being accomplished, U. 
S. District Court Judge J. 
Smith Henley said Thursday. 


The judge said the hearing 


was needed because he had re- 
ceived a "constant stream of 
complaints" for inmates. 


Henley, who declared the 


state prison system uncon- 
stitutional in 1970, said he knew 
from experience that many in- 


dividual complaints were 
"groundless and that many of 
them are exaggerated," but 
that he could not dismiss the 
complaints as frivolous or 
merely accept denials or justifi- 
cations made by prison person- 
nel. 


The judge said that if the 


complaints were "only partially 
valid," they would indicate that 
prison personnel were violating 
the court's orders. He said 
"those responsible can expect 
to be cited for contempt." 


chief of staff has been held up 
by the Lavelle inquiry, report- 
edly has testified he was una- 
ware of the exact nature of the 
raids.

BELFAST (AP) — British 


troops rammed a hijacked car 
Thursday night and captured 
an Irish Republican Army chief 
who escaped from a prison ship 
eight months ago. 


Meanwhile, terrorists set off 


a bomb in a car parked outside 
a hotel in a Catholic district of 
Belfast, killing a man driving 
by in another car and injuring 
49 persons in the hotel. It was 
the first fatality from a guer- 
rilla bomb in two weeks and 
raised Northern Ireland's con- 
firmed toll in three years of 
violence to 5^7 dead—344 of 
them in this year alone. 


There was some speculation 


that the bombing was the work 
of Protestant guerrillas and not 
the Roman Catholics of the 
Irish Republican Army, since 
the hotel was popular with IRA 
men and members of the Cath- 
olic Civil Rights Assn. 


Elsewhere, gunmen wounded 


three British soldiers and an 
Ulster militiaman. But troops 
claimed they hit some guer- 
rillas. Belfast also had eight 
bomb blasts, but no one was 
hurt in those. 


Jim Bryson, regarded by 


army officers as the second 
most wanted man in Ulster, 
was grabbed with five other 
IRA men after an army ar- 
mored personnel carrier ram- 
med their car in a Catholic dis- 
trict of Belfast. 


Bryson got out and ran down 


an alley, firing at pursuing 
troops. He ran into another pa- 
trol, and a soldier tackled him. 
Two of Bryson's companions 
were 
also 
captured, 
one 


wounded. 


Bryson was a battalion com- 


mander of the IRA's Provision- 
al wing in Belfast and is known 


as a sharpshooter. 


He has been on the run since 


late January when he and six 
other guerrillas sawed through 
the iron bars on a porthole on 
the prison ship Maidstone, 
stripped to their underpants, 
smeared themselves with shoe 
polish and butter and swam 
through the icy waters of Bel- 
fast harbor to freedom.

doyne and Falls Road.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate has approved a U.S.-So- 
viet five-year agreement to lim- 
it nuclear arms, and called in 
advance for any permanent 
treaty to provide numerical 
equality 
in intercontinental 


atomic weaponry. 


The 88-2 vote Thursday sent 


the amended resolution of ap- 
proval to a conference with the 
House, which passed it Aug. 18 
without the "equality" lan- 
guage. 


The agreement, and a com- 


panion treaty limiting defensive 
weapons in the United States 
and the Soviet Union, was 
signed by President Nixon in 
Moscow May 26. The defensive 
treaty was ratified by the Sen- 
ate Aug. 3. 


The interim agreement on of- 


fensive weapons freezes inter- 
continental ballistic missiles to 
those deployed or under con- 
struction, an estimated 1,618 for 
the Soviet Union and 1,054 for 
the United States. 


The Soviet submarine force 


would be limited to 62 with 960 
missile launchers; the U.S. un- 
derwater fleet would be re- 
stricted to 44 submarines and 
710 launchers. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, win- 


ner in a month-long battle to 
write guidelines for subsequent 
U.S.-Soviet negotiations, said he 
is not concerned about whether 
his equality amendment sur- 
vives the Senate-House confer- 
ence. 


"The vote of the Senate is the 


crucial thing," Jackson told 
newsmen. "What is involved is 
a future treaty upon which the 
Senate alone will act. The Sen- 
ate has spoken."

withdrew to the west outside 
the Citadel, and fighting is con- 
tinuing near the province head- 
quarters along the river that 
marks the western boundary of 
the city, Viet said. 


"The fighting is still going 


on, but the main target is al- 
ready taken," he reported. 


Quang Tri fell to the North 


Vietnamese on May 1, the first 
provincial capital to be cap- 
tured in South Vietnam. Presi- 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu in a 
speech last June 19 gave his 
troops three months to recover 
all territory taken by the North 
Vietnamese in the first two and 
a half months of their offen- 
sive. 


Saigon launched a 20,000-man 


offensive on June 28 to retake 
" Qiahg Tri. But a month later 


South Vietnamese paratroopers 
were pulled out of the battle 
after heavy casualties in an un- 
successful attempt to storm the 
Citadel. The marines replaced 
them. 


The marines, too, have suf- 


fered heavily in six weeks of 
slow clearing operations under 
savage, 
sustained

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gressional fashioners of a reve- 
nue-sharing program say they 
have resolved a big-state, little- 
state rivalry and cleared the 
way for $5.3 billion to start 
flowing in October to state- 
houses and city halls. 


Senate and House conferees 


agreed Thursday night on a for- 
mula which, one aide said, 
means that everybody wins. 


While that does not appear to 


be literally true, there seems 
little doubt that the two cham- 
bers will accept the com- 
promise and send the bill to 
PresidentNixon—who asked for 
it—in time for October dis- 
bursements. 


The conferees expected to 


dispose of other aspects of the 
$30-billion, five-year measure at 
a final session today, pointing 
to final passage next week. 


Senate and House versions of 


the bill disagreed on the weight 
that should be given different 
factors in determining states' 
revenue shares. 


The House version rewarded 


states relying on their own in- 
come tax. The Senate formula 
allocated more funds to 33 
small states, less to 17 big, in- 
dustrialized states. 


This is how the conferees re- 


solved the problem: 


They left both formulas in the 


bill and provided that each 
state's share should be figured 
by the one more favorable to 
that state. But since this would 
have required more funds than 
the $5.3 billion budgeted for this 
year, the compromise provides 
that each share be scaled down 
by about 9.1 per cent. 


After this year, the reduction 


will no longer apply. 


Another difference had to be 


compromised. The Senate tack- 
ed onto the bill provisions de- 
signed to curb what has been 
criticized as a runaway pro- 
gram of federal three-to-one 
matching of state expenditures 
on social services, mainly to 
welfare recipients. 


The Senate bill would have 


abolished the program; except 
in specified fields for which 
$600,000 a year would have 
been permitted. By way of 
compensation, it would have 
put another $1 billion a year 
into revenue sharing. 


The conferees took another 


tack. They would let the match- 
ing program continue, but set a 
$2.5-billion-a-year limit on it 
and confine it first to programs 
of day care for children, help 
for the retarded and family 
planning, and after that to 


services specif ically tot welfare 


mmj\:t JeAm Met A ' 
recipients. 


The basic compromise for- 


mula for revenue sharing, ac- 
cording to preliminary figures, 
would mean lower allocations 
for a few states than they 
would have received under ei- 
ther Senate or House versions— 
but only for the first year. 


The distribution of funds 


among local governments with- 
in states would follow the Sen- 
ate guidelines, which favor cen- 
tral cities and rural areas over 
suburbs. 


Among issues still before the 


conferees is the question wheth- 
er the federal revenues should 
go to the states with no strings 
attached or with some require- 
ments as to general fields in 
which they could be spent.

I suspect this is true, 
though, only in people who 
have a vitamin A deficiency. 
Carrots are very rich in vita- 
min A. This vitamin is im- 
portant in the chemical for- 
mation of a substance in the 
back of the eye, caljed vis- 
ual purple. It particularly 
helps a person to see better 
at night.

Dear Reader — I presume 


the doctor meant that the 
blood contained as much as 
is normal for it to contain. 
The major portion of iron in 
the blood is in the red blood 
cells combined with a blood 
protein to form hemoglobin. 
This is the substance in the 
red blood cells that enable 
them to transport oxygen to 
the body cells and carry 
away carbon dioxide. 


When the red blood cells 


are of normal size and con- 
tain the normal amount of 
hemoglobin, therefore iron, 
taking any more iron will 
not increase the amount of 
iron in the bloodstream. In 
other words, each red blood 
cell has a maximum capaci- 
ty of how much iron it will 
hold or needs. When it's full, 
the rest of the iron is wasted. 
What the doctor is explaining 
to you, I suspect, is that if 
she has anemia it's not be- 
cause she needs iron. He's 
probably giving her B-12 
shots because she has a de- 
ficiency in this vitamin or 
is not using the 
natural 


sources of this vitamin in 
her food properly. This can 
lead to a different kind of 
a n e m i a , classically, per- 
nicious anemia. The treat- 
ment for this form of ane- 
mia is not iron, but B-12 
shots. 


A B-12 deficiency t h a t 


might cause p e r n i c i o u s 
anemia isn't serious as long 
as the proper treatment is 
taken r e g u l a r l y as pre- 
scribed by the doctor.

Pact scores speed of crumbled barriers 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Offi- 


cial announcement that a U.S.- 
Soviet trade pact may be 
signed in the near future under- 
scores the speed with which 
East-West trade barriers have 
crumbled since President Nix- 
on's summit trips to Moscow 
and Peking. 


The Commerce Department 


considers it possible that U.S. 
exports to Russia may reach or 
exceed WOO million this year, 
five times the 1971 level. 


The forecast of an early 


trade agreement, made jointly 
by the White House and the 
Kremlin Thursday, coincided 
with reports of multibillion-dol- 
lar industrial deals brewing 
with the Russians and historic 
wheat sales to China. 


Meantime, a congressional 


hearing explored Democratic 
allegations that the Nixon ad- 
ministration let wheat export- 
ers profiteer—at the expense of 


U.S. farmers and taxpayers- 
from massive grain sales to 
Russia. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 


Butz denied the accusations. He 
told a House Agriculture sub- 
committee that, if George 
MctJovern 
continues "in- 


nuendoes, misstatements, false- 
hoods and haranguing," further 
business with Russia may be 
endangered. But already the 
charges by the Democratic 
presidential nominee and others 
had become a campaign issue 
in the wheat belt. 


In addition to the Russian 


sales, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment said export payment reg- 
istrations indicate that 15 mil- 
lion bushels of wheat have been 
sold to China, but possibly 
through third parties. 


These events capped a suc- 


cession of announcements by 
U.S. corporations of trade deals 
with both Communist govern-

—Announcement in Moscow 


by President Armand Hammer 
of Occidental Petroleum Corp. 
that Premier Alexei N. Kosygin 
has approved a series of major 
projects including construction 
of a permanent U.S. trade cen- 
ter with quarters for 400 Ameri- 
can firms in Moscow and a 
large hotel. 


—Other pending transactions, 


totaling "several billion dol- 
lars" by Dr. Hammer's esti- 
mate, involve a "very big" 
U.S. purchase of Soviet natural 
gas and a 20-year agreement 
under which Occidental would 
supply fertilizer chemicals to 
Russia in exchange for Soviet 
raw materials. 


—A prediction by Deputy As- 


sistant Secretary of Commerce 
Edward Allen that Soviet pur- 
chases of grain and other prod- 
ucts will be "large enough to 
help correct the U.S. trade defi- 
cit in the final months of 1972." 
In a speech Wednesday, Allen 
forecast the SBOO-million total of 
U.S. exports to Russia.

Family of 
Nixon on 
the 'trail'

the campaign trail while chal- 
lenger George McGovern main- 
tains that three days of large, 
noisy rallies show his presiden- 
tial drive is on the upswing.

Edward M. Kennedy Thursday 
night in Waterbury, Conn.,

neapolis. Thursday, the Demo- 
crats visited Albany, N.Y., and 
New York City before arriving 
in Waterbury. 


In Washington, meanwhile, 


McGovern's campaign chair- 
man was sued for $5 million in 
a libel action by Maurice H. 
Stans, Nixon's chief fund-rai- 
ser. 
Stans has been drawn into 


the case because Republican 
campaign funds turned up in 
the bank account of one of the 
five men arrested in the break- 
in.

talks between Soviet officials 
and presidential adviser Henry 
A. Kissinger said "negotiations 
on a lend-lease settlement and 
.on concluding a trade agree- 
ment would be continued in 
Washington in September with 
the aim of completing them in 
the near future." 


The Soviets' serious grain- 


harvest failure has prompted 
the unexpectedly heavy buying 
of U.S. wheat and feed grains, 
and inevitably will deplete Rus- 
sia's supply of foreign ex- 
change available for buying 
Western machinery and indus- 
trial equipment.
